Glades Cabbage Bonanza 
Brings Highest Prices In 
-Modern Florida History 


Glades Growers Might Make 
Thousands On Present 
High Market 


This is the story of cabbages 
and kings, and it's happening 
here. 

Although the cabbage bonan- * 
za here will probably make 
few millionnaires, it will help 
a number of growers scattered 
over approximately 6,000 acres 
of the produce planted between 
Canal Point and Clewiston into 
the upper thousands. 

The cabbage market phe- 

nomenon started here about a 
week ago and reached a peak 
last weekend when the produce 
sold forthe highest prices it 
has ever brought in the history 
of modern Florida, Cabbage 
sold for $6 a crate fob with one 
‘car load bringing $6.80 a crate. 
|The prevailing prices mark a 
considerable rise over the usual 
$1.25 to $1.50 price. 
“One man's luck is 
misfortune in this business,” 
Stated a produce man here. “Тһе 
present cabbage market is di- 
rectly traceable to freezes in 
the Rio Grand Valley and north 
Florida.’ 

Growers usually consider $2 
to $2.50 very good: prices for 
the cheaply grown vegetable 
produced at a cost of about $75 
to $100 an acre. 

And retail grocers and house 
wives are feeling the direct 
reflection of the inflation. Cab- 
bage heads have soared to the 
[blue blood menu ranking with 
imported salami and caviar, 
Corn beef and cabbage will not 
only be fit for king# but will 
be eaten only by them if prices 
stay steady. In the recent food 
shake up chicken which once 
headed the list of costly food 
items has slid to the bottom of 
the totem pole in the present 
market. 

Retailers paid about $6.50 for 
а fifty pound bag at last week's 
peak prices and passed the in- 
|сгеазве to customers selling 
heads for 17 cents a pound, 
tripling the usual four to five 
cents a pound. 

But the cabbage king has 
been a longtime coming and 
may be a short time staying, 
growers and produce men say. 

Last year the growing gam- 
blers lost on the vegetable at 
85 to 90 cents a crate and oc- 
casionally a dollar, Cabbage 
heads stood in the fields uncut 
as market prices failed to cover 
cost of the crates. In fact this 
is the first time cabbages have 
had а good market since 1943. 

Prices are beginning to taper 
off now and will probably con- 
tinue a downward trend during 
the next four weeks, produce 
men say. 

The fall may be quickened 
by foreign imports coming into 
New York. Due to the high 
prices Denmark shipped 4,000 
bags of what is termed old cab- 
bage into New York last week, 
This sells for less than half the 
price of Glades new cabbage 
in spite of ocean freight and 
duty costs. If the market re- 
mains high more imported cab- 
bage will be brought in, a pro-

Its purpose, briefly, is to 
protect’ men in military and 


naval service from injury to 
civil rights, and to give pro- 
tection against penalties {ог 


inability to meet such liabilities 
as installment contracts, mort- 
gages, commercial insurance, 
und taxes and assessments; this 
protection is not automatic, nor 
does it forgive the debt or ob- 
ligation incurred before a man 
enters service; it does provide 
an opportunity for а service- 
man to arrange for suspension 
of court suits, divorces, and 
other legal actions against him, 
and to arrange for the adjust- 
ment of payments on his debts 
in accordance with his ability 
to pay. 

The man going into service 
when he receives his notice to 
report should first of all con- 
tact his creditors to work out 


which is equitable to both, and 
have a new contract written 
which includes (1) the new 
monthly payments agreed up- 
on, and (2) if possible, a pro- 
vision which puts the extra 
debt accrued by reason of the 
payment reduction at the end 
of the contract period, so that 
he won't have to make up a 
single payment for this larger 
amount at the moment of his 
discharge, 

But—if no agreement can be 
reached with tHe creditor, or 
if complications arise in draw- 
ing up a new contract, then the 
serviceman should get the ad- 
vice of his attorney . . . Re- 
member, there is nothing in 
the Act which keeps a creditor 
under an unpaid conditional 
sales contract covering automo- 
biles, refrigerators, etc, from 
asking for repossesion of the 
articles covered during the ab- 
sence of a man in the armed 
forces . , .
